Party members discharged from municipal positions in the western sectors 
may not be hired for such Jobs in the Soviet Sector. The 5ED Central 
Secretariat has relinquished claim to such party members even for police 
duty. All such unemployed party members are to hold themselves toady for 
special assignment within the Landesverbind. 

c* For special propaganda and Imitation activity in the western sectors, 

suitable, tested members of the Communist Party, USSR are to be assigned* 

They will appear at first in the western sectors as lecturers and as dis- 
cussion leaders.
